HORSES IN ENGLAND 
My Dear Finney: 

Long time since we corresponded. I feel we keep in 
touch when we receive a copy of The Maryland 
Horse. There I regret to advise that we failed to re¬ 
ceive a copy of the Journal, March edition. No. 3 of 
1941. Our Post Office announces today that certain 
mails, papers and parcels from U. S. A. despatched 
from New York towards the end of March have been 
lost at sea due to enemy action. Could you kindly 
have another copy of The Maryland Horse sent 
to me to complete my file intact. 

I am profoundly thankful to tell you that in the lat¬ 
est vicious, indeed murderous attack of the Nazis 
with their machines of murder, the Office, Stud Farm, 
and Staff all were fortunate enough to escape hurt. 
Long may our good fortune continue. Of course we 
wonder always what will be the result as it is only 
natural every one thinks of "his own." Still busi¬ 
ness is drying up, due to the great scarcity of vessels 
available for conveyance of livestock’to the countries 
still ready to receive them. Anyway it is one thing now 
to talk of shipping livestock anywhere; it is entirely 
another thing to be able to do so. Demand for the 
conveyance of military supplies, stores and men must 
take precedence. This is only natural. As for the 
U. S. A., well a year ago there were six vessels 
equipped for this traffic. Today only one of those 
vessels can be used for this traffic. Draw your own 
conclusion. This factor alone must have far reach- 
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ing influence upon any projected business in the ex- 
port ot Thoroughbreds from this country to U S A 
Best part of my days in the Office are devoted to 
telling pwple why we cannot do any business at 
present. There will be a big reduction of horses-in- 

reduced to 

1800, and by the end of the season, November, a 
lurther reduction to a maximum of 1200 in training. 
Ihis IS the position of racing as in the last War. As 
for brood mares, we are expected to get them down 
from about 4,000 to 3,000 by the end of the year, 
btill, what we do not want, your breeders will not 
want. What they really want we really want to keep 
to build up for the future. The same remarks will 
apply prorate to our herds of Hereford, Shorthorns, 
Ayrshire, and other cattle breeds, and also to all breeds 
of sheep. 1,000,000 will be going for food. This will 
clear the 2-gallon cows, unthrifty sheep, poor breeding 
cows, and clean the herds for the future. Good looks 
like coming out of evil conditions as at present. We 
have plenty of essential food. The plan I outline will 
conserve and extend our resources. My kindest re¬ 
gards to all friends. 'lell them please when you see 
them, as you will often do, that when I last wrote 
I was well and wished kindly to be remembered to 
them and said that if I were living at the end of the 
War just as soon as it were possible I should be en 
route to U. S. A.

Tail Waggers Club: Equine 
Division 

The organization which has accomplished so 
much for domestic pets, known as the Tail Wag¬ 
gers Club, is now in a fair way to get going in 
similar fashion in the field of horseflesh by es¬ 
tablishing an Equine Division, which has lofty 
ideals in view. It was first suggested by Miss 
Rhoda Christmas, sister of four good horsemen 
and trainers of racehorses, that this division be 
contemplated. It is hoped that in time an or¬ 
ganization covering Maryland, Virginia and the 
District of Columbia will be worked out, that 
will be able to get through the legislative bodies 
governing each section much needed legislation, 
such as is now effective in Massachusetts and 
New York, whereby the lot of the horse in all 
walks of life may be bettered. It is planned that 
a Maryland Chapter and a Virginia Chapter of 
the Tail Waggers Club, Equine Division, be 
formed as soon as possible. 

Memberships in the Club, taken out in the 
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name of your favorite horse, or one you wish 
to commemorate, will cost the great sum of one 
dollar. The membership money will be dedi¬ 
cated to horse work entirely. It is hoped that the 
present antiquated set up in certain sections of 
Maryland and the D. C. may be, if not replaced 
entirely, at least galvanized into semblance of 
real activity on behalf of needy horseflesh. It is 
also hoped that, when, in the fullness of time, 
proper legislation has been enacted whereby the 
horses exploited with no thought of humanity 
may be adequately protected, that an agent of the 
Tail Waggers Club shall be put in a position to 
oversee such matters as horse sales, riding 
stables, racetracks and other points where horses 
may be occasionally found to be abused. 

Miss Christmas was one of those present at a 
meeting called by Mrs. Bolling Barton at the 
Humane Society of Baltimore County’s fine head¬ 
quarters near Pikesville. At that time Lawrence 
Ensor, State s Attorney of Baltimore County, 
urged anyone aware of abuse of any horse to take 
the matter up with his office. The Humane So¬ 
ciety is an active organization with a good group 
on its Horse Committee. It is a pity that the 
Society is virtually barred from operating in 
Baltimore City, where more abuses of horses are 
found in a week than in a month in the County.

Pimlico^s Four Big Days 


The Powder-puff Derby 


On Wednesday morning, May 7th, the fifth 
running of the Powder-puff Derby lured a gath- 
enng of fans to Pimlico. Although appropri¬ 
ately named this novel event really presents 
hard-riding young ladies with an opportunity 
to toss vanity to the wind and battle it out in 
racing silks. 


Among the attractive jockeys with mounts in 
the derby were Joan Thomas and Sarah Bosley, 
who are well known Maryland horsewomen. 
Miss Thomas was riding the flashy black gelding 
Hickory Limb owned by Alfred Vanderbilt, 
while Mi.ss Bosley chose Summer SttKk from her 
father’s stable as a contender. The field being 
unusually small was made up of only two other 
entries. These brought in out-of-town compe¬ 
tition with Ann Miller of Long Lsland on Charles 
White’s Chives and Viola Hammond on Mrs. 
Van Lear Black’s Pleasant Lady. 


The four starters were taken slowly around t( 
the half mile pole with two of the horses bein^ 
ed to avoid a possible accident. After a shor 
wait for Hickory Limb, who was feeling his oats 
the flag dropped and the ladies were off. Pleas 
ant Lady broke on top and continued to set th< 
pace until they rounded the turn for the homt 
stretch. It was then that Miss Thomas, who hac 
cen rating Hickory Limb in a very professional 
manner, stepped up to stride past Miss Ham¬ 
mond. In spite of the energetic riding on the 
part of the other jockeys the Vanderbilt silks 
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topped the field for one of the few scores they 
earned this spring, as they dashed down the 
stretch to cross the finish. Viola Hammond 
brought Pleasant Lady home a close second beat¬ 
ing the 1938 winner, Sarah Bosley, while Miss 
Ann Miller followed well up with Chives. 

This was indeed a victory for Miss Thomas 
for aside from being first under the wire it was 
discovered that Hickory Limb had also set a new 
record of .50-3/3 seconds for the half mile Der¬ 
by. The winner then dismounted to receive her 
laurels in the form of a lapel watch from Mr. 
Vanderbilt. 

The first Powder-puff Derby was held in 1937 
at which time Betty West rode victoriously down 
the stretch. The race met with such enthusiasm 
that it became an annual event at Pimlico as well 
as one that may boast of being the only one of 
its type in Maryland. 

The Dixie Handicap 


The last four days of the Pimlico meeting are 
always the fullest therefore the ladies’ race was 
only a start for the excitement that followed. 

The same afternoon ten top-notch thorough¬ 
breds paraded by the packed grandstand where 
the crowd was hustling about. Some with pen¬ 
sive expressions rushed to make a last minute 
bet, while others eyed with satisfaction what 
they considered a "sure thing." However it was 
not long before the looks of assurance changed 
as Haltal, a seven to one shot raced home a neck 
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in front of the odds-on favorite, Mioland, in the 
Dixie Handicap. Other than Charles S. How¬ 
ard’s favored entry the race had seemed a fairly 
open event, each horse having given convincing 
performances in the past. The field included 
Mrs. A. J. Abel’s Honey Cloud, winner of last 
year’s Dixie, and Milky Way Farm’s Gallahadion, 
who was first in the 1940 Kentucky Derby. Ar¬ 
nold Hanger’s Dit revealed that he was fit for 
this mile and three-sixteenths test when he re¬ 
cently finished a close second to Ringie at Havre 
de Grace. Mrs. George D. Widener’s Your 
Chance was another stout contender and was 
starting for the first time since last October. The 
remainder of the field consisted of Shot Put, San- 
guenay 2nd, Viscounty, and Greentree Stable’s 
record breaker Corydon. 

After the starting bell had sounded the horses 
pounded past the grandstand battling for posi¬ 
tions. Mioland, who had broken from number 
one stall found the track well occupied before 
him when Honey Cloud, Dit, Saguenay 2nd, 
and Haltal beat him to the rail. These four, in 
the order given, led the field to the first turn. 
However as they entered the back stretch Honey 
Cloud had dropped back from the pace-setters 
and Dit led over the challenging Your Chance. 
While the first flight blazed along Mioland 
sought desperately for an opening. In each at¬ 
tempted move Jockey Haas had found his 
path blocked but now after a struggle for nearly 
three quarters of a mile the way seemed clear 
enough for the favorite to climb into fourth 
position. 

Although Dit still topped the bunched field 
as they rounded the turn for home it was not 


long before Haltal’s stretch dash had caught him. 
Mioland had made up for the ground lost during 
his rough journey and now instead of Dit threat¬ 
ened Jockey McCreary on Haltal. It was obvi¬ 
ous that the favorite refused to be defeated with¬ 
out a fight to the finish. With his last turn of 
speed he was only a neck behind, but this proved 
insufficient to save his crown as Woodvale 
Farm’s Haltal was first across the line. 

The pace-setter Dit had not faded from the 
picture by any means and still gave the grand¬ 
stand good cause to cheer when he finished less 
than a half length behind Mioland with Green- 
tree Stable’s Corydon fourth. 

Haltal had not touched the track record in 
his completion of the course in 1.58-2/5 sec¬ 
onds but had done all that was necessary to 
bring his owner Royce G. Martin $19,850 dol¬ 
lars. Aside from this share of the purse Mr. Mar¬ 
tin received the Dixie Cup from Mr. Vanderbilt, 
which he has the privilege of enjoying for the 
next year. 

Haltal’s win not only added a thrilling end to 
the first of Pimlico’s "Golden Days’’ but marked 
the 38th running of the Dixe Handicap. The 
race was originated back in 1870 and holds 
great historic significance for Old Hilltop. At 
that time when it was known as the Dinner Party 
Stakes, a horse bearing the name of Preakness 
galloped down the stretch to win. Little did 
this first winner realize that one of the country’s 
classic races would ring out his name through 
the years, nor that the Dinner Party Stakes would 
develop into a handicap, which only this day 
brought nearly 20,000 dollars to the owner of 
the victorious Haltal.

Everyone 
agreed in thinking this action to be a step to¬ 
wards improving the situation. 

Several other points were then discussed, 
after which the party settled back to enjoy 
movies in color of the My Lady’s Manor races 
and the different draft horse and Thoroughbred 
shows. Last on the program were the elections 
which brought about no changes in the present 
board. With this the meeting came to an end, 
and proved to be one of the most enjoyable 
ever held by the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. An excellent dinner, the movies fol¬ 
lowing, along with the attendance of a greater 
number of ladies than in previous years all con¬ 
tributed towards making the evening outstand¬ 
ing.

The Tenth Annual Yearling Show 


The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
held their tenth annual yearling show on May 
8th, the morning after the annual meeting at 
Pimlico. There was a good turn out of nearly 
fifty yearlings all of which were foaled in this 
state and are the produce of mares served in 
Maryland. These youngsters represent at least 
two busy years spent by their owners with the 
intricate study of blood-lines before breeding, 
, and the attention devoted to each once they are 
foaled. However it should not be long before 
many owners will be repaid for their hard work 
judging from the results exhibited. 

The trained eye of James Fitzsimmons, who 
officiated for the tenth time, gave the twenty- 
six yearlings in the class for colts a careful once¬ 
over before selecting those which would stand 
at the top. The entry representing Sylvester La- 
brot Jr.’s Holly Beach Farm was the one to leave 
the ring undefeated. He was a compactly made 
bay colt by *Kantar out of Monel by *Sir Grey- 
steel that was beautifully balanced and a fine 
mover. However Alfred Vanderbilt offered 
some stiff competition with his colt by Tedious 
out of Mad Beth by Mad Hatter. Mr. Fitzsim- 
m.ons studied carefully the sturdy build and fine 
bone in comparison to the sleek *Kantar Cok, 
but in the final decision placed the Labrot entry 
at the head of the class. The winner received a 


handsome piece of plate, the gift of the Bowie 
organization. 

Besides taking second prize the Vanderbilt 
Stable made a good showing by also winning 
third honors with a son of Discovery and Pep 
Time; fifth, with a colt by *Aethelstan II, and 
honorable mention going to another Discovery 
colt. Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s well made chestnut 
by *Aethelstan II was fourth. 

The others to receive honorable mention 
were: Mrs. Van Lear Black’s Scarlet Bud by Bud 
Lerner, H. L. Straus’ New Moon by Discovery, 
and the entries of Howard Bruce and J. F. Flana¬ 
gan. 

The class for fillies brought another good- 
looking lot of youngsters into the ring. The 
judging in this event gave the silver trophy 
donated by the Harford Agricultural and Breed¬ 
ers’ Association to Mrs. R. H. Heighe. Her en¬ 
try, a bay by Aethelstan II out of In India by 
Durbar II, was a filly that did not conceal this 
fine breeding in any respect. Mrs. Heighe has 
proven that Aethelstan II’s get always stand near 
the top with looks for another of these fillies 
was reserved champion in 1939. 

Sagamore Farms again followed up with a 
tall chestnut by Discovery out of Astralobe by 
*Sir Gallahad III to take second as well as the 
fourth ribbon which was pinned on a Tedious 
filly. A good-looking daughter of Challenger 
II owned by Breckinridge Long, upheld her

Sire’s honor by stepping into third place while 
Sylvester Labrot took fifth with a beautifully 
conformed grey filly by *Kantar. 

Honorable mention went to the following: 
Mrs. Van Lear Black s Misidentic, H. L Straus’ 
Theatrical-Mijigado filly along with one by 
Petee Wrack, A. G. Vanderbilt’s chestnut by 
Identify, and a Swashbuckler filly owned by E. 
K. Bryson. 

The judging for the championship then 
brought the two top horses from each class into 
the ring for competition. Again the handsome 
"Kantar colt belonging to Sylvester Labrot 
headed the line with Alfred Vanderbilt’s Tedious 
colt winning the reserve championship over Mrs. 
Heighes filly. There was a good sized gather¬ 
ing of interested spectators around the ring, 
which, as usual was set up on the Club House 
lawn. 

The Preakness 

At last the day arrived that would add another 
brilliant page to turf history; the day that would 
stud a champion’s crown with another gem 
Preakness Day. 

Other years have seen Pimlico packed with 
fnns but never before has the Old Hilltop been 
such a mass of humanity. A steady flow of ar¬ 
rivals started in the morning swelling to a throng 
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of 40,000 by mid-afternoon. Matt Daiger paced 
the floor of his office wondering how the track 
would take care of them and wishing for a let 
up in the flow. Shortly before five o’clock the 
eight Preakness starters danced out before the 
grandstand to the tune of 'Maryland, My Mary¬ 
land. ’ National celebrities as well as prominent 
figures in the horse world looked down from 
their boxes while Mr. General Admission peered 
through the part in someone’s hair in hope of 
catching a glimpse. 

The center of attraction was that small red 
colt with a tail nearly touching the ground. Since 
his win in the Derby the preceding week he 
had been the cause of much controversy. Even 
now the crowd argued . . . Can he repeat that 
performance.^. ... Is there anything that can 
beat Whirlaway, There was always the possi¬ 
bility that the Calumet Farm colt would revert 
to his temperamental way of running out in 
spite of the fact that trainer Ben Jones had 
cleverly shielded the right eye with a blinker. 
Then, too, there was the challenge of seven other 
three-year-olds to be considered. Our Boots had 
beaten Whirlaway four out of five times and 
according to his owner would not have failed in 
the Derby but that he was bumped in the gate. 
Crispin Oglebay’s Ocean Blue presented new 
rivalry and found many supporters after win¬ 
ning the Survivor Stakes at Pimlico in a breeze. 
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Kings Ranch’s Dispose had been out in front 
in most of his races twice to beat Curious Coin, 
the Coldstream entry who passed up the Derby 
to await the Pimlico classic. 

There was also the Santa Anita Derby win¬ 
ner, Porter’s Cap. This colt of C. S. Howard’s 
is a stretch runner, unlike Ogden Phipps’ entry. 
King Cole, (who) with high speed usually sets 
out on top. This leaves only one unmentioned 
the Millsdale Stable’s Kansas. His record not 
being quite so impressive as some of the others 
this colt went to the post a thirty to one shot, 
but had looks counted Kansas would have been 
a favorite. Originally there were to have been 
nine starters, however Bold Irishman was 
scratched when he became a victim of the cough 
epidemic. 

So these were the Thoroughbreds to enter their 
stalls and in a moment to burst forth into action 
for one of the most thrilling of all Preaknesses. 
As the bell rang, seven horses broke evenly, leav¬ 
ing Whirlaway at the post. They blazed past the 
grandstand with King Cole on top, followed up 
by Dispose, Our Boots, and Curious Coin while 
lengths behind the others the favorite plodded 
along like a 100 to 1 "also ran!" Around the 
club-house turn into the back stretch King Cole 
continued to hold his own over Our Boots, Dis¬ 
pose, and Curious Coin. Still far behind the 
bunched field, totally out of the race Whirlaway 
trailed up the stretch. About this time some one 
nearby proudly exclaimed, "1 said not to bet 
the favorite because you never know what to 
expect from them." It could not have been truer 
that one never knows what to expect, for no 
sooner had the words been uttered when the en¬ 


tire picture changed. Whirlaway suddenly be¬ 
came alive and was gaining by leaps and bounds 
on the first flight. So great was his speed that 
the others seemed to stop in their tracks while 
this whirlwind came through on the inside pass¬ 
ing one after another. Around the last turn he 
was even with King Cole but it was not long 
before the King was given a good view of the 
chestnut’s heels. More and more daylight con¬ 
tinued to divide the field from their leader. Ar- 
caro looked over his shoulder and discovered 
that there was no one to challenge his mount, 
for those who had set the pace now admitted 
defeat. So like a red fox Whirlaway again waved 
farewell to the trailing pack with his long brush¬ 
like tail as he crossed the line to a convincing 
victory. Under Jockey Arcaro’s perfect handling 
he had shown incredible speed and had come 
up from twenty lengths behind to finish five 
lengths in front. 

Johnny Gilbert, who had been guiding King 
Cole around the course on top, deservingly at¬ 
tained second place by a safe margin over Our 
Boots, Porter’s Cap was a close fourth with the 
rest of the field following up in this order: Kan¬ 
sas, Curious Coin, and Ocean Blue. 

This the last day of a most successful Pimlico 
meet had certainly proven to be a golden one 
for many. Over one million dollars had poured 
into the mutuels during the eight races and the 
Preakness had given a purse of nearly $50,000 
to Warren Wright. However the most brilliant 
gold of all shone from the winner’s circle where 
the coveted Woodlawn Vase awaited the victors. 
Here Whirlaway stood, a wreath of Black-eyed 
Susans burying him and shouts of praise ring-

ing in his ears. Meanwhile those responsible 
for his greatness, Warren Wright, Ben Jones, 
and Eddie Arcaro were being swamped by con¬ 
gratulations. Each modestly passed ort the glory 
to the other with the majority going to that 
undeniably great team, Arcaro and Whirlaway. 
Together they have already breezed through the 
Derby and Preakness and if they run true to 
form in the Belmont Stakes the chestnut colt 
will go down in turf history as the fifth cham¬ 
pion to wear the triple crown.

Spring Racing 

Maryland’s Spring racing season, which ended 
at Pimlico with the Preakness, was the most 
successful since the boom times of 1929. 

The big Preakness Day crowd at Pimlico 
poured $1,005,939 through the totalisator on the 
eight races and the double, this being the first 
time since 1929 that a million dollars has been 
handled by a Maryland track. 

Figures on the betting at the three tracks 
which held Spring meetings are as follows: 
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Track 1940 1941 

Bowie . $3,337,558 $3,939,952 

Havre . 3,198,151 4,611,644 

Bimlico . 4,625,919 5,276,735 

Totals .$11,161,628 $13,828,331 


Several reasons may be given for the increase 
of $2,666,703 over last Spring’s figures. First of 
all, Bowie and Havre de Grace offered eight 
races daily this year as against seven last season. 
Another item was the excellent brand of weather 
which prevailed for about 30 of the 35 days of 
sport. 

Pimlico’s daily average of approximately 
$440,000 was an increase of 14 per cent over the 
$385,000 in 1940 and gives a truer indication 
of the prosperity marking the Spring meetings 
than the totals for the other tracks. Pimlico al¬ 
ways has had eight races, one of them being a 
steeplechase. 

The $13,828,331 wagered in the Spring rep¬ 
resents 43 per cent of last year’s total wagering 
at the major tracks of the State, whereas only 35 
of the 100 days of sport have been offered. 

Already the State treasury has collected $486,- 
566 from racing, $276,566 from a 2 per cent 
tax on all betting and $210,000 from the $6,000 
daily license fee on the big tracks. 

Because of the popularity of the eight-race 
programs at Bowie and Havre de Grace, where 
betting increases of 21 and 26 per cent were 
registered, it is probable that these tracks will 
be permitted to offer the same sort of cards in 
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A. G. Vanderbilt, Jockey Arcaro, Gov. 
0*Conor, Mayor Jackson (in rear), Warren

the Fall if they see fit to ask the Racing Commis¬ 
sion for such permission. 

Laurel and Pimlico, which have steeplechase 
courses and thus ran eight events before, are 
expected to continue their present policy, but 
when jumping events fail to fill, they’d be al¬ 
lowed to stage an extra flat race. 

The daily average for all three tracks this 
Spring was $395,095, as against $310,045 a year 
ago. In 1940 the Spring season consisted of 36 
racing days. 

Calumet Farm, through Whirlaway’s Preak- 
ness victory, topped the list of money-winning 
owners with better than $50,000, while Ella 
K. Bryson, of Kingsville, Md., was next with 
$31,000. Woodvale Farm with $24,000, C. S. 
Howard with $21,000 and Gustave Ring and 
Guy Bedwell, each with $14,000 to their credit, 
were next in line. 

Alfred Vanderbilt’s apprentice rider. Darrell 
Madden, won more races in Maryland this Spring 
than any other jockey. He accounted for 31 
races against 26 for Mannie Berg and 24 for 
Sterling Young. 

The race for trainers’ honors went to Joe Serio, 
Jr., who handles the horses for the Bryson, Jouett 
Shouse and H. M. Babylon, stables. Serio sad¬ 
dled 19 winners, five more than Guy Bedwell, 
while Hirsch Jacobs was third with 11. 

Annual Meeting 

The Annual Meeting of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, held, as usual, at Pimlico 
on the evening of May 7, drew some seventy 
members and friends. Following dinner the 
president called on the various chairmen of 
committees for their reports, Major Stryker re¬ 
porting on the Registration Committee’s activ¬ 
ities, Joseph F. Flanagan on the affairs of the 
Maryland Horse Committee, Adolphe Pons on 
the Sales Committee and Louis McL. Merryman 
on the Show Committee. Major Stryker made his 
report as Secretary-Treasurer, citing the excel¬ 
lent report of the auditors, Messrs. Haskins and 
Sells. The report was made available to the mem¬ 
bership. 

President Fisher introduced the new contribu¬ 


tors to The Maryland Horse, Mrs. Jean Bow¬ 
man Pentecost, Staff Artist, and the Misses Pris¬ 
cilla Fuller and Helen Cadwalader, who will be¬ 
tween them cover all possible of the state’s many 
horse activities. Mr. Fisher also introduced Edwin 
Tunis, artist and cartographer, who designed the 
new Maryland Horse Map, which will be issued 
to all members in the near future. This map, 
24x32 inches in size, will show Maryland’s en¬ 
tire horse activities, including race courses, hunt 
clubs, breeding farms, tournaments, horse shows, 
fairs, draft stallions and polo clubs. Copies will 
be available at the Association’s offices about 
June 1. 

Fieldman John Clarke, of the State Fair Board, 
showed some excellent movies of varied sub¬ 
jects, including the Breeders’ Show at Timonium, 
Frederick Fair’s Percherons, Blakeford’s Belgians 
and the My Lady’s Manor races. 

Preston M. Burch, president of the American 
Trainers’ Association made a brief talk following 
which some general discussion developed out of 
which came a resolution, unanimously approved, 
urging Governor O’Conor to appoint to the 
forthcoming vacancy on the Racing Commis¬ 
sion a sportsman such as Stuart S. Janney, Jr. 

The election of the fifteen members of the 
Board of Directors followed, these gentlemen be¬ 
ing elected to serve in 1941: Frank A. Bonsai, 
Jr., Glyndon; G. R. Bryson, Kingsville; J. Y. 
Christmas, Upper Marlboro; Janon Fisher, Jr., 
Eccleston; Joseph F. Flanagan, Monkton; 
Vaughn Flannery, Darlington; John H. C. 
Forbes, Fallston; Stuart S. Janney, Jr., Reisters- 
town; Adolphe Pons, Belair; Henry L. Straus, 
Reisterstown; Goss L. Stryker, Timonium; Al¬ 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt, Glyndon; Edwin War- 
field, Jr., Woodbine; Daniel E. Wight, Fred¬ 
erick; Charles W. Williams, Glyndon. 

At the meeting of the Board of Directors it 
was unanimously voted that last year’s officers

Encephalomyelitis of Horses 

Infectious Encephalomyelitis of horses, also 
commonly called ’’Sleeping Sickness of horses,” 
probably has been known in Maryland for more 
than a century and a half. An account of a dis¬ 
ease in horses on the Eastern Shore published in 
Baltimore in 1811 and correspondence in South¬ 
ern Maryland of an earlier date, give reason to 
believe that the same disease was present in 
those sections of the State at those early dates. 

A serious outbreak occurred in 1933 on the 
Eastern Shore and in Southern Maryland and 
each year since there have been some cases, but 
in general the number of fatalities has been 
decreasing. Several years prior to the Maryland 
outbreak, a disease of horses appeared again in 
California. Since then this disease has spread 
from California northward and eastward until 
It has appeared in all western and central states 
and in several east of the Mississippi River. 

Research studies have shown that the nerv¬ 
ous symptoms, which characterize the disease, 
are caused by infection of the brain and spinal 
cord by one of the ultra-minute pathogenic

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germs or viruses. It has been further shown that 
two distinct types of virus are present, one of 
which causes disease in the tidewater areas of 
the eastern seaboard and the other the disease 
of the western and central states. 

Studies have further revealed that mosquitoes 
are capable of transmitting the virus from an 
infected animal to well individuals but that only 
salt water varieties can carry the eastern virus 
and only fresh water species can carry the west¬ 
ern type. This accounts for the fact that the 
disease as known here has remained always near 
the tidewater sections. Several other insects have 
lately been shown also capable of carrying the 
infection. 

Although there seems little likelihood that 
the eastern type of the disease will spread far 
from salt water, there is an increasing danger 
that the western disease may move from centers 
of infection in Ohio and Alabama and spread 
through the counties of Maryland not now af¬ 
fected. 

The knowledge that the disease is caused by a 
virus led to the development of antiserum and 
vaccines. The serum is used with some success in 
treatment of affected animals and also as a pre¬ 
ventive. The vaccines now put on the market ap¬ 
pear to have sufficient value to warrant their use 
where the value of animals makes it economically 
unsound to allow them to go unprotected and 
where there seems great danger of the disease 
appearing. 

The vaccines are made up in two distinct 
forms, one from the eastern and one from the 
western virus. It seems advisable in all sections 
of this state to use both. The material is now 
given in small amounts and deposited into the 
layers of the skin rather than in larger volume 
beneath the skin. The two types may be adminis¬ 
tered simultaneously but not into the same area 
of skin. There have been less severe reactions 
following this procedure than had been the case 
with injections of larger amounts under the skin. 

June is the month when the vaccination should 
be carried out in Maryland. With injections two 
weeks apart, this allows sufficient time for im¬ 
munity to develop before the time when the 
disease usually appears. 
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Understanding that the main method of trans¬ 
mission under natural conditions seems to be by 
mosquitoes and other insects, any simple meas¬ 
ures which prevent exposure of horses to these 
insects will have a beneficial effect. The use of 
fly sprays, keeping animals stabled during the 
time when insects are about in great numbers and 
any other procedures of protection will be found 
of value. The cost and practicability of these 
means must be balanced against the cost of 
vaccination before the decision can be made as to 
which procedure to adopt.

Laurel's Superintendent 

George H. Martin, a civil engineer, has been 
appointed superintendent of the Laurel race 
track, succeeding Woods Dickerson, who re¬ 
cently resigned after some 20 years at the course. 

Martin, who has been associated wtih the in¬ 
terests of the Butler family in New York for 
some time, already is on the job at Laurel, and 
plans to move into the residence on the grounds, 
which is provided for the superintendent, within 
a short time. The new superintendent has been 
over the Laurel layout with President Goss L. 
Stryker and has become acquainted with the 
plans for the improvement of the track, together 
with its usual problems. 

Martin’s engineering experience is expected 
to prove of great value on several projects which 
the Laurel management has in mind and already 
the new superintendent is supervising the major 
improvement for the coming fall season. That 
is the laying out of a new parking area beyond 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad tracks and the 
construction of a road leading into it from the 
Washington boulevard, along with radial lanes 
within the parking area itself. 

Work is progressing satisfactorily on this proj¬ 
ect, which is expected to find much favor from 
Laurel’s patrons. Meanwhile a subway under the 
railway tracks, permitting those parking in the 
new lot to walk directly to the main entrance 
of the grandstand, also is being rapidly pushed 
by B. & O. workers so that the entire improve¬ 
ment is expected to be completed well in advance 
of the time for opening the meeting in October.

The Spring meeting of the American Train¬ 
ers Ass(Kiation was called to order by Preston 
M. Burch, president, following dinner, 6:30 p. 
ni.. May 8, 1941, at the Lord Baltimore Hotel, 
Baltimore, Maryland. The roll of members was 
called by Janon Fisher, Jr., secretary, forty being 
present out of one hundred and thirty-nine on 
the roll. Forty-four members not present sent 
in proxies. Cyrus F. Clarke sent a telegram ex¬ 
pressing regret that he could not attend due to 
illness. 

Reading of the minutes of the Fall meeting, 
November 12, 1940, were dispensed with on 
motion of John A. Healey, which motion was 
seconded and carried. 

The report of the Treasurer was read and 
iidopted, showing $3,751.48 in the savings ac¬ 
count, and $ 1 , 260.69 in the checking account to 
the credit of the association at the Towson Na¬ 
tional Bank, Towson, Maryland.

After some discussion and the president stating 
that he saw no necessity for such a secretary at 
this time, as he now has a secretary, no action 
was taken on this suggestion. As to Mr. Dubass- 
off s suggestion that legal counsel be provided it 
was moved, seconded and carried that a commit¬ 
tee of members of the association be appointed 
to handle such matters should the occasion arise. 
It was also suggested in this telegram that an 
effort be made to obtain new members on the 
Pacific Coast. It was brought out that the associ¬ 
ation has members on the Coast of whicli Mr. 
Dubassoff probably had no knowledge. 

The initiation fee of $75 having been reduced 
to the original figure of $25 by the Board of 
Directors last Fall and but four present members 
having paid the higher fee, namely, Messrs. 
Woolfe, Bonsai, A. G. Wilson and Forbes, it was 
voted to return $50 to each of these members. 

Mr. Burch called attention to Dent’s Racing 
& Trainers Record for income tax purposes, ex¬ 
plaining that this is a monthly record book with 
space for summarizing yearly training expenses, 
so that the trainer would have a complete rec¬ 
ord at the end of the year; that the price of the 
book is $12.50, but could probably be bought 
cheaper if the members of the association or¬ 
dered them in quantity. A sample of the book 
was passed around for inspection by those pres¬ 
ent. 
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The meeting proceeded under the head of 
new business and Mr. Yancey Christmas sug¬ 
gested, looking to protection for the horsemen, 
that there be an organization of owners and 
trainers strong enough, and everybody pay in 
one per cent of the purses to raise money suffi¬ 
cient to employ a man with prestige to go to 
the front when it became necessary for the bene¬ 
fit of horsemen. Mr. Burch stated that for the 
past three years he had been trying to get the 
owners interested in such an organization but 
had not succeeded in getting them together and 
without the prominent owners there might just 
as well be no organization. 

Mr. C. W. Williams then moved that the 
president appoint a committee to study ways and 
means of best protecting members of this asso¬ 
ciation and horsemen throughout the United 
States and report to the next meeting in New 
York. After some further discussion this mo¬ 
tion was seconded and carried. 

Mr. Burch then mentioned the fact that the 
Trainers Association for several years had been 
accused of not doing any work or accomplish¬ 
ing anything; that he had appointed committees 
on various matters from time to time without 
getting any work out of them. He went on to 
say that Mr. Humphrey Finney, Field Secretary 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
and Editor of The Maryland Horse had asked 
him to urge the members to send in news of in¬ 
terest to horsemen to be published in the asso¬ 
ciation s column provided in this monthly maga¬ 
zine. Members present indicated they had been 
receiving the magazine and were urged to send 
in any news they wished published or any article 
of interest. 

The president also called attention to the re¬ 
cent bill passed by the Florida State Legislature 
raising the "mutuel take” from ten to fifteen per 
cent, and that he as an individual and as presi¬ 
dent of this association had wired the Governor 
of Florida requesting him to veto this bill, but 
that he thought the association should go further 
and send the Governor a letter expressing oppo¬ 
sition to this increase. 

Mr. John A. Healey moved that the associa¬ 


tion inform the Governor of Florida that we are 
opposed to raising the "take” to fifteen per cent. 
This motion was seconded by Mr. Pelleteri and 
carried with the amendment by Mr. Bryson that 
a copy of the letter be sent to other horsemen s 
organizations asking that they make the same 
protest to the Governor of Florida. 

The next matter discussed was the payment of 
the $10 fee to the grooms of each winner and 
how this payment should te collected. After 
some discussion a motion was passed that the 
association go on record as approving of the rac¬ 
ing associations’ giving the grooms a bonus if 
they wish, but that the bonus should not be de¬ 
ducted from the winning owner’s purse. 

Mr. Burch suggested that this action of the 
association be given publicity in the press. 

The matter of fixing the date for the New 
York meeting of the association was left to the 
Board of Directors.

Delaware Data 

Delaware Park, where racing began Memorial 
Day, is in a better position to serve the Phila- 
delphia-Baltimore and adjacent areas than in any 
year since its opening in 1937. Horses and men 
have combined to make the prospect for the 
thirty-day meeting the very brightest, and suc¬ 
cessful renewals are looked for in all of the four¬ 
teen stakes which will stud the program. The 
per diem distribution of approximately $12,000 
per day to horsemen is among the highest the 
country over. 

Delaware started its meeting with barns 
crammed and with the same officials who have 
served in the past sessions. General Manager 
Edward Burke, and Racing Secretary Edward J. 
Brennan, and their aides, have dealt with each 
detail in making the whole a success. 

Post time for the first race is two o’clock stand- 
iud time and three o’cl(x:k daylight time, as in 
the past. Once more special trains will be run 
from Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Chester, Wilmington and other points. The ar¬ 
rangement of other years in stopping the crack 
trains of the Pennsylvania and B. & O. to let 
racegoers alight will again be followed. The 
course is strategically situated between the main 
lines of the two railroads with abutting stations. 

One of the new things which greeted Dela- 
’^aie patrons this year was the Dining Ter¬ 
race and Rooftop Promenade which has been 
constructed on the Paddock end of the grand¬ 
stand. The new dining room, which is open to 
the public, is one of the most elaborate struc- 
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tures of its kind at any American racetrack. Ac¬ 
tually it is a new building with three levels, the 
middle one being the dining space where race¬ 
goers may take luncheon and look out at the 
races at the same time. 

Prospects for success have been bright for sev¬ 
eral weeks. General Manager Edward Burke, 
who made his success at Havre de Grace through 
the years, is a conservative and slow to make 
broad claims, but he feels that Delaware Park 
may make new history this season. At his desk at 
the track early in the day, Mr. Burke is recovered 
from a knock on the knee which slowed him up 
for a few days, but which in no degree slowed 
up his preparations for the opening tomorrow. 

Horses are everywliere at the park and have 
fulfilled the expectations of Edward J. Brennan, 
Racing Secretary and Handicapper. Mr. Brennan 
has had able assistance from Ty Shea and Gil 
Haus and these three have practically licked the 
problem of stabling which had been so acute. 
There are available for racing between 1300 
and 1400 horses, which again is beyond anything 
the track has known. 

Delaware goes into its fifth year with com¬ 
mand centered in the Executive Committee com¬ 
posed of J. Simpson Dean, President, Donald 
P. Ross and William du Pont, Jr., the latter a 
member of the Jockey Club and of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. All serve 
without salary of course. The policy is a non¬ 
profit one, financial gains at the end of the year 
being put back into the course in improvements, 
or in increased purses.

Front Royal Show and Sale 

The Front Royal Remount Horse Show to be 
held June 27th and 28th, 1941, is a non-profit 
venture conducted by the Government. All 
money which is collected from entries, attend¬ 
ance, etc., is turned back to the exhibitor in the 
form of cash awards and trophies. In this year’s 
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show, particular emphasis will be placed on 
Green Hunter Classes. The prize list, now avail¬ 
able, includes four classes for Three-Year-Old 
Hunters and the same number for Four-Year- 
Olds. There is a Championship in each age group 
and, from all appearances at such an early date, 
a large entry in each Section is anticipated. 

In addition to this there will be a Breeding 
Division devoted primarily to the "Farmer- 
Breeder,” one who is dependent for his liveli¬ 
hood on the breeding and raising of horses. 
Classes in this division range from broodmares 
to two-year-old prospective hunters, with classes 
for Thoroughbred and Halfbreds. 

Many more classes have been allotted the 
Hunters and Jumpers this year, and every horse 
exhibited will have an opportunity to be shown 
in at least six classes. Cash prizes and ribbons will 
be given in practically every class including the 
Green Hunter Division. 

The Sale, which will be held at 4:00 P.M., 
Saturday, is a new idea in the United States, 
and there is every prospect of an excellent at¬ 
tendance. All horses to be sold must have been 
shown in at least one class during the course 
of the show. Prospective buyers will therefore 
have the opportunity to observe young horses 
in action, see how they are rated by the judges, 
and will later be able to bid on them at the Sale. 
Unless specified by the consignor "to be sold 
without reserve,” a reserve bid will be placed in a 
sealed envelope on every horse to be sold and 
when the horse is knocked down the bid will 
be opened. If the amount shown therein is in 
excess of the bid, the animal will not be sold, 
and if the amount is less than the bid, the animal 
will be declared sold. The seller has the option 
to produce a Veterinarian’s certificate at the time 
the horse reaches the Show Grounds or to call 
upon the services of one or two local Veterinar¬ 
ians whose services will be granted them free of 
charge on the grounds. The buyer may also use 
the services of the latter at no charge; in doing 
this it is hoped to safeguard the interests of both 
seller and buyer. (Although the Government will 
auction no horses, it is expected that many horses 
exhibited in the show will later be offered at the 
Sale.)

The audience was in great sus¬ 
pense, as the ladder was held in mid air by four 
of the men, and another started up, but all was 
solved when the ladder accidentally touched the 
light, and it went on. We were not prepared for 
circus tricks, and were greatly relieved when it 
was not necessary for the man to climb the un¬ 
propped ladder. More breath-taking moments 
came when War Lad, with Betty Brown up, re¬ 
fused the first jump. Betty found herself on his 
ears, neck and almost off, but by a remarkable 
feat of balance and a push from the top rail of 
the jump, she sent herself sliding down his 
neck only an inch from the saddle. War Lad 
swerved, dislodging Betty once more, this time 
sending her to the ground in a two-fcx)t landing, 
reins in hand.

Greenwood Hunter Trials and 
Horsemanship Competition 


May 16, another Friday; another school horse 
show; another rainy morning, but fortunately 
for Greenwood, it cleared and the show was held 
as planned; in the ring on top of the hill over¬ 
looking Captain Boris D. Wolkonsky’s, on Cin¬ 
der Road. 

At 2:00, the judges, Mr. and Mrs. Dean Bed¬ 
ford of Monkton, Md., were in the ring, but they 
were not called upon at first, as the opening 
number on the program was the exhibiting of 
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the Greenwood Harriers, a pack of 101/6 couple, 
hunted during the season twice a week, by their 
Master, Captain W^olkonsky. The girls take turns 
acting as whips; assisting today were Evelyn 
Patterson and Caryl Casselberry (both wearing 
their hunt collars of maroon piped in gold). 

In the Horsemanship Jumping class, that fine 
pony Juniper, owned and ridden by Betty Stet- 
tinius went up in the air, almost forgetting to 
come down. He seemed to stop in mid-air; but 
Isaac Newton’s discovery of gravity still holds 
true, ’what goes up, must come down,” and so 
he did, landing in the middle of the hog jump. 
Luckily only rails flew, and fell; not Betty, she 
was right with him, all the way. (In the next 
class he cleared the jump by at least a foot.) 

The Handy Hunter course planned by the 
Captain was a real test. About a mile, which in¬ 
cluded a hill to go down and up, a bar to be 
taken down, different tricky jumps (II in num¬ 
ber). Red Branch topped all 34 entries, and won 
the trophy for Gillian Crimmins. Sally Whitaker 
proved sticking ability when she rode the most 
difficult part of the course minus stirrups. Have 
you ever seen a horse praying? Well I have; at 
least that was the impression Squealor gave when 
he sat down with Mary Hill at the second jump 
and placed his front feet on the top rail. Mary 
stayed in the saddle, until the prayer was over 
and Squealor collected himself and became once 
again a four-legged animal. 

Celeste Hutton, who, in the opinion of the 
judges had given the best performance and 
shown good sportsmanship throughout the show, 
was surprised and delighted when she was 
awarded The David McIntosh Memorial Trophy. 
The title of Champion Rider, went to Harriet 
Stokes, who had acquired the greatest number of

Ringside Manners 

There have been many articles written on how 
you and your horse should behave in the show 
ring, but what about those outside of the ring? 
There are manners that we are all expected to 
have. We are supposed to be considerate of 
others: "Do unto others, as you would, they do 
unto you.” Would you honestly, like to have stray 
dogs, children, and odd noises to disturb you, if 
you were a judge? NO, and neither would they. 
Perhaps people just don’t think when they bring 
unleashed dogs to a horse show; but they should 
think. If they love their dogs they won’t want 
them kicked, so should keep them safely by their 
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side. Some dogs behave beautifully at home; 
obediently coming when called, but just let them 
free for one second, anywhere near the show 
grounds; and away they go. No amount of call¬ 
ing, whistling, or coaxing can persuade them out 
of the center. The judges have enough to do 
without a dog to bother them. 

Children, too, should be attached to a ’grown¬ 
up", not of course by a leash, although it would 
be a great help if they were glued to their 
mother s right hand. The horse show is not a 
play-ground. Left alone, invariably children 
choose the middle of the outside course to wan¬ 
der over. For your children’s safety, keep an eagle 
eye on them. 

"Boys will be boys," but perhaps mothers could 
explain to them that whistles and toy horns 
(when blown) are very annoying and confusing, 
not only to the judges, but contestants often 
think that they have been dismissed from the 
ring. Sportsmanship is as important outside the 
ring as inside.

A feature of the Friday before Preakness Day 
is a paddock sale at Pimlico before the racing 
begins. This year there was not a great lot of¬ 
fered, either in number or quality, but after the 
sale the general opinion was that the prices were 
about in line with the quality of the horses sold. 
Altogether there were 19 head, which sold for 
a total of $5,540, an average of $292 each. Seven 
of these were 2-year-olds, which averaged $179 
each, and three yearlings were included, aver¬ 
aging $220. 

The highest price of the sale, by a good deal, 
was the $2,100 which J. B. Hutchins, of Monk- 
ton, paid for the 10-year-old mare Precept and 
probably most of this price was accounted for by 
the fact that with her went a suckling colt by 
^Challenger II. Mr. Hutchins was bidding for 
the account of Charles H. Thieriot, Jr. Aside 
from this the highest price was $525, for which 
William Shew, of Hartford, Conn., got the stal¬ 
lion Sunpatic.
